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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment of the claim language raises U.S.C. 112, first paragraph issues because the wall of 
a through hole in a signal line is by necessity electrically connected to said signal line, said wait being by definition an interface of the 
through-hole and said signal line, and said signal line being electrically conductive. Therefore, the formulation of the further limitation 
would have to be significantly modified in view of the requirement of enablement. Applicant is reminded of the stated purpose in Toyoda et 
al (see Abstract in English) to control impedance in transmission lines such as a microstrip line being formed throughout a surface-side 
and rear-side signal line by providing through-holes in it. 
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
